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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

With regards to 112 rejections, the following was discussed: 

In reference to claim 1, Examiner expressed that the amendment reciting "used by a user" might make the claim 
unclear as to which device is used by the user, the navigation terminal or the mobile unit. 

In reference to claim 30, Examiner expressed concern over the amendment reciting "speaking", as the term "speaking" 
is often used as a verb describing a living action. For the system of the present invention, Examiner suggests the 
alternative language "audibly communicating". 

With regards to the amendments to overcome the Treyz reference, the following was discussed: 

The proposed amendment appeared to recite non-functional descriptive material and intended use. Namely, the 
limiting of the information sent in a notification signal could be considered non-functional. The language "so that" does 
not positively claim the step recited afterwards, and is considered to be intended use.
